‘Generally Favor Reciprocity. 

The opinions generally favor 8 
the only difference being as to the extent to 
which this national policy should be carried. 

Heary L. Stoddard, editor of the New York 
Mall and Express, favors reciprocity, but he 
advises going slow in making new treaties. 
“Whatever changes we are to make in our 
attitude toward other nations,“ says he, 
“ should come only after careful inquiry into 
the probable effects of the treaties now before 
the Senate. Reciprocity is a Republican pol- 
icy, and it must be carried out toits intended 
conclusion with courage and with faith in 
its ultimate benefit, but also with careful re- 
gard for our home industries now so prosper- 
ous and so strong. 

The editor of the New York Press, one of 
the stanchest Republican organs in the coun- 
try, inclines to the belief that reciprocity may 
be set down as a general benefit. At the 
same time he regards the institution of any 


difficult, since the essential attribute of 
reciprocity, however applied, is that it recip- 
rocates. He advises that “ our reciprocity, 
if. we can find a purchase basis, should be 
with real protectionist customers, like Ger- 
many.” 


Improved Form of Free Trade. 


The editor of the Baltimore Herald, an In- 
dependent paper, sums up the situation in 
this way: “‘ Reciprocity is the product of 
the tariff; it is an improved form of free 
trade, with all the advantages of the latter 
and lacking the detrimental features of abse- 
lutely unprotected custom-houses. The ab- 
solute tariff is a wall; free trade is a dead 
level of unprotectedness; reciprocity is a wall 
with gates that may be opened or shut as ad- 
ministrative intelligence dictates.’ 

R. F. Paine, editor of the Cleveland Press, 
independent, admits that the question of rec- 
iprocity is too deep for him, while Edward 
N. Dingley, editor ef the Kalamazoo Tele- 
graph, Republican, says: Congress should 
avoid thet réeiprocity which means nothing 
trade.“ He favors, how- 
reciprocity.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 11.—I Special. I- Dr. 
Charles Kendall Adams formally tendered 


of Wisconsin at a special meeting of the 
Board of Regents this afternoon. The resigna- 
tion was not unexpected, but the many ru- 
mors received no verification until his formal 
letter was presented today. The letter fol- 
lows: 

“To the Honorable the Regents of the 
University of Wisconsin—Gentlemen: It ts 
with a painful sense of duty to the university 
and to myself that I feel compelled to place 
in your hands at this meeting my resignation 


In doing so I am actuated both by the state 
of my wife’s health and my own, which, in 
the opinion of our physician, will necessitate 
our leaving as soon as possible fora 
greater altitude and a milder climate. 

Before my return from Europe I felt that 


of the Presidency with that renewed vigor 
end energy which is so necessary for com- 
plete success. With this full confidence I 
entered upon the work of the year, as I an- 
nounced at your meeting in September. 

Poor Health Returns. 

8 Some ten days ago, however, I contracted 
a severe cold, from which I have not fully 
recovered, and my physician, in view of my 
present condition and the anxieties growing 
out of the ill health of my wife, warns me 
against assuming the,active and arduous 
duties incumbent Upon the head of the uni- 
versity. 

It therefore seems imperative that I ask 
your honorable body to relieve me of these 
duties, 

In relinquishing the great responsibilities 
that have devolved upon me as President for 
a period of nine years, I do so with a deep 
sense of gratitude to the regents for that 
cordiality and unbroken harmony with which 
we have been able to work together for the 
advancement of the university, and with a 
warm appreciation of the constant unity of 
purpose, care in deliberation, and vigor of 
action that have characterized all our rela- 
tions during my administration.“ 

Dr. and Mrs. Adams will leave ag soon as 
possible to spend the winter in California. 

| Talk of His Successor. 

Already many names have been suggested 
as successor to Dr. Adams, among them 
Dean E. A. Birge of the College of Letters 
and Science, who served as acting President 
while Dr. Adams was in Europe last year, 
also State Superintendent L. D. Harvey of 
Milwaukee, ex-Senator William F. Vilas, 
Professor George Vincent of Chicago Uni- 
versity, and Dr. Jenks of Cornell. No suc- 
cessor -will be chosen for some months, how- 
ever. A committee will be appointed to look 
for a suitable man, to report at some later 
session of the board, and in the meantime 
Dean Birge wil a serve as acting Presi- 
dent. 


Mr. was in Derby, Vt., sixty- 
six years ago and his early education was 
gained in the public schools of his birth- 
place and Derby Academy. In 1856 his 
parents removed to Iowa, and his educa- 
tion was continued there under the tutor- 
ship of the Rev. H. K. Bdson of Denmark 
Academy. In the fall of the following year 
he was admitted to the University of Michi- 
gan, and, working his way through, was 
graduated in 1861. Four years later, how- 
ever, he returned to the university to become 
instructor in Latin and history. 

In 1865 he was promoted to the position of 
assistant professor, and when, two years 
afterwards, Professor White accepted the 
Presidency of Cornell University Mr. Adams 
was appointed his successor in the chair of 
history. 

When President White of Cornell retired 
from office in 1885 Professor Adams was 
chosen to fill the vacancy, becoming the 
second President of the school. A period of 
remarkable: growth began the Adams ad- 
ministration, and his term vas marked by a 

complete reorganization of the departments. 
In 1885 the university had a staff of 54 in- 
‘gtructors and an attendance of 578 students; 
in 1892, when President Adams resigned the 
Presidency, of Cornell to assume control of 
the University of Wisconsin, the corps of in- 
structors numbered 135, and the enrollment 
had grown to 1,506,

of works, the most prominent among them 


being, Democracy and Monarchy in 
France and Manual of Historica) 
Literature.“

From the start the enthusiasm back 
of the movement was apparent. Max Rath- 
berger thus told the state of affairs in the 
town: 

“This district is the Bighth Ward, „ he | 
sald. Its boundaries are Seventy-second 
street on the north, Stony Island avenue on 
the west, One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
street on the south, and the Indiana State 
line on the east. It has eleven railroads cut- 
ting it into sections. Not a street but is 
made dangerous, and some of them have as 
many as five crossings in three blocks. 
Running east and west there are but three 
streets open from Eighty-third to Nimety- | 
third, and all because the crossings are so 
many and so broad. We cannot have sewers 
because of these crossings, we cannot have 
electric lights on our corners because of 
these crossings, and at night we cannot 
walk in safety along any of our streets, 

We have three street car lines running 
throught it and they cross and recrogs the 
tracks so that one line alone, the Hammond 
line, has more crossings in South Chicago 
alone than has any other line in the world 
throughout its entire course. Eyety time 
a car passes through our town it has passed 
through a maze of danger. We are tired 
of this, and no matter if those roads owned 
the globe we would fight them.“ 


Tells of Daughter Run Over. 

A pathetic story of the results of crossing 
these tracks was told by Gus Steinweg, who 
sald: 

When I was called to the side of my daugh- 
ter on that terrible day and picked her up and 
carried her almost lifeless to my home, I 
realized that of all the hell spots of earth the 
grade crossing is the worst. I thought then 
that I would do all in my power to stop this 
evil and save the lives of other children and 
I will do it.“ v 

Alderman J. H. Jones informed the citizens 
that when the Zook fire, which was given its 


streets, was called to his attention, he decided 
to aid in the work. 

Alderman P. H. Moynihan spoke in the 
same vein, but warned the men that they 
had a long hard fight before them. 

Then followed denunciatory speeches from 
the delegates, and as each pledged the sup- 
port of his society the applause broke out 
and each time with greater enthusiasm.

The glasses will be of different 
grades of strength, tested by oculists. The 

politicians have made the discovery both in 
the cities and county districts that hundreds 
of voters of the poorer classes can read suffi- 
ciently to cast a ballot, but their sight is so 
defective that they will be unable to read 
the long lists of candidates on the ballot in 
the dimly lighted booths.

000 on a Complete Plant Employing 


1.800 Men — Nelson Morris & Co. to 
Begin Work Next Week on Addition 
al Butldings Costing $500,000—Con- 
struction to Be Rushed. 


Two Chicago packing firms will begin 
work next week on enormous plants in Bast 
St. Louis. Armour 4 Co. yesterday con- 


cluded arrangements for an investment of 
$1,000,000 on a plant and Nelson Morris & 
Co. have closed a deal for a $500,000 addi- 


tion to their present facilities there. 
Armour & Co. have bought twenty acres 
of land of the National Stock-Yards com- 


pany at East St. Louie and purpose to erect 
on it buildings for carrying on a complete 
packing-house business, including the manu- 
facture of all by-products of the animals 


slaughtered. The plant will give employ- 


ment to 1,500 men. 


This is the second large branching out of 


Armour & Co. during the current year. The 
other complete plant was installed at Sioux 
City, Ia. 


It is true that we have closed up the 


East St. Louis deal today, said Arthur 
Meeker, department manager of Armour's 
stock-yards. “‘We have been considering 
such a step for a year. We shall invest 
$1,000,000 and give employment to 1,500 men. 
This is our second venture of the kind this 
year, the other being at Sioux City, Ia.“ 


Ground will be broken in Bast St. Louis 
early next week for additional buildings 


to the Nelson Morris & Co. packing plant 
in that city. The additional buildings will 
cost $500,000. The plans for the new build- 
ings were under preparation for some time 
and were accepted by the firm a few days 
ago. The architects were notified to go to 
work at once and to rush the. operations.

Private advices received yesterday were 
to the effect that it was absolutely necessary 
to raise the full amount at once, The story 
of a thirty-day respite is absolutely discred- 
ited in the best-informed circles.

friend. This is Mr. Low's exact language: 

“I immediately. asked a legal friend to 
advise me as to the law on the facts as I 
laid them before him. Tt soon became evi- 
dent that I was liable to no persondl tax at 
all. Judge Feitner, the President of the 
Department of Taxes and Assessments, 
asked me if I would not pay something, even 
though not HMable, remarking that some did.“

The most ‘talked’ Tout novel in England 
today is The History of Str Richard Cal- 
mady,” by Lucas Malet. The book is just 
published in this country by Dodd, Mead & 
Co., and there is every indication that it will 
be widely read and hotly discussed over here. 
Lucas Malet,” as every one knows, is in 
private life Mrs. Mary St. Leger Harrison, 
the widow of a clergyman and the daughter 
of Charles Kingsley. She published Her first 
book in 1882, and in the nearly twenty years 
since she has written but eight books. In 
the modesty of her literary output she is 
unlike most writers of the day. Hach one 
of these books has been notable as literature, 
and some have even attained financial suc- 
cess. The best known of her novels is The 
Wages of Sin,“ published in 1891. The 
History of Sir Richard Calmady will come 
next to it in popularity. Lucas Malet has 
been largely influenced by. Balzac, and she,

Why Corn Is Blanketed. 


A. J. White has same ideas of his own on 
corn. He says: The representative of a 
large Baltimore exporting house informed us 
today that they will ship to Europe over 
10,000,000 bu of corn from the new crop, every 
bushel of which they will get from east of the 
Ohio River. They have been through the 
entire territory and claim to know whereof 
they speak. At these prices they will mot 
take any corn from Chicago, so it behooves 
us to get rid of the 11,000,000 bu load we have 
in store here before we can successfully wage 
a bull Another thing which must 
‘be taken into consideration is that navigation 
will close about Noy. 15 and corn will have to 
‘go out of here pretty lively to clean up any 
‘of the large amount here. It must also be 
borne in mind that last year, when George 
Phillips ran his November corn corner, we 
had but 600,000 bu of contract corn in store, 
and we had exported to Europe the largest 
amount of corn in the history of the trade 
and still corn touched but 50c in November 
Now, over half the corn in store here is con- 
tract corn and Europe taking practically 
none of the commercial corn, so it looks to 
us that for the present corn must go down.”

The consensus 
of opinion, however, is most nearly repre- 
gented by the editor who says: “ We want 

a system of reciprocity that will encourage 

international trade and enough tariff to pro- 

tect American industries.” This is supple- 

mented admirably by the writer who says 

a tariff is a wall and reciprocity treaties are 

gates in the wall. If the nation is to have 

a great and permanent foreign commerce 

it must see to having the necessary gates. 

Reciprocity gives the benefits of free trade 
without its disastrous effects on home in- 

As a fair indication of the attitude of 

the Republican and independent press and

WHITE “BLACKBOARDS” WANTED. 

At the school extension session of the

of preserving, by such a device, to the child’s 
hand and eye in drawing the natural rela- 
‘tions of light and shadow to outline can 
hardly be ignored. School supply houses 
would do well to take into consideration the 
requirement for a white blackboard for 
‘pchoolrooms. 


THE WAR ON BEET SUGAR. 
Tue American Sugar Refining company, 
| otherwise known as the sugar trust, recently 
began a war upon the beet sugar industry 
by cutting the price of granulated to 3% 
cents a pound at Missouri River points. 
This has been followed by a reduction of 
“price in all States from Colorado to Caii- 
fornia amounting to 30 cents a hundred 
pounds on beet sugar and 20 cents on cane 
eugar. The object is to deal a blow to 
the beet sugar manufacturers in their own 
territory. The recent report of Secretary 
‘Wilson on the beet sugar industry egtimates 
the total product of 1901 at 198,500 tons, 
of which 119,000 tons come from the Pa- 
cific coast and, Rocky Mountain States, be- 
sides 7,000 tous from Nebraska. Califor- 
nia; with an annual output of 80,000 tons, is 
the leading producer. 

Apparently the intention is to force the 
producers of beet sugar to sell their raw 
product to the trust. That concern has a 
more or less complete monopoly of raw cane 
sugar, and the output of beet sugar has 
become sufficiently large to interfere some- 
what with its desire to control the sugar 
market of the United States. If it can 
compe! the beet growers to sell their raw 


from the refining business and perbaps will 
be in a position to dictate prices to the beet 
growers as well as to the consumers of re- 
fined sugar. It is fighting for monopoly 
with the usual methods, cutting prites in 
order to ruin the beet eugar refineries, after 
which is

It is said that the beet sugar people in- 
tend to retaliate by carrying the war into 
the trust’s own territory in the Eastern 
States. At first glance this seems a hope- 
lesa undertaking, but it is not necessarily 
so, If the beet sugar manufacturers can 
teres the trust to lower its prices in the 
Bast us well as in the West they may dea! a 
heavy blow to that · concerd.

GOLF CHAMPIONSHIP HONORS. 

The women’s chamynonship golf tourna - 
went on the Baltusrol links in New Jersey | 
this week has been notable chiefly for the 
havoc it has wrought among all the former 
champions. Both the existing champion 
and the ex-champion of the previous year 
failed even to qualify for admission, so that 
the curious spectacie was presented of a 
tournament in which no previous holder of 
national honors was among the players. 
Miss Anthony of Glenview, the Western 
champion, won @ place among the fortunate | 
sixteen, but finally met defeat on the eve 
of the semi-finals. This bars out the middle 
West from all chance to hold the women’s 
golf championship for the next ear. 
The failure of the West to gain this honor 
need cause but little concern, however, for 
the present tournament is a striking proof 
of the short tenure of golf championships. 
What the Western players lost this year 
they are as Hkely as not to win next year, 
though only to forfeit the prize again in the 
succeeding contest. The remarkable inse- 
curity of golf honors presents an interest- 
ing study in athletics if not in paychology. 
The records of the game show an almost 
continuous sertes of new champions each 
year. The snecess of Mr. Traviein winning 
the men’s amateur championship a second 
time is a rare exception. It is doubtful 
whether the championship in any other sport 
is as fickle and elusive as that in golf. 

Why should golf champions fall so wirt- 
ly% Perhaps one reason is indicated in the 
extreme nervousness which Miss Anthony 
is said to ba ve exhibited in the crucial mo- 
ments of her last day’s play. The nervous 
strain increases with the publicity of a tour- 
nament and with the value of the honors 
At stake, and a local or national champion | 
naturally feels this unsteadying influence | 
most strongly. Golf is a good deal like bil- 
ards, in demanding absolutely 
nerves, but a b table is smooth, while 
the golf ground abbunds in bunkers and 
hazards of all kinds, Every drive, every 
hazard, every manipulation of the ball on the 
putting green requires a true eye and the ab- | 
solute obedience of the muscles to a cool and 
accurate judgment, This seems to be true 
to a greater degree than in billiards, cricket, 
of any other sport. The infinite number of 
possible errors on the golf links telis instant- 
ly in favor of the player with the steadiest 
nerves. This is not the only cause of the 
rapid rotation in golf champions, but it 
seems to be one of the most important,

CONSUMPTIVES CARED Ar 


WELL AS POSSIBLE. 


Dr. Homer W. Thomas Saye the Charges 
of Want of Kitchen Facilities Are 
True, but That the Institution Is 


Doing Good Work and Will De 
Better as Soon as the County Board 
Afferd to Make an Appropria-

Criticisms of the. Hospital tor Consump- 
tives at Dunning, made at the recent meet- 
ing of the Chicago Medical society, are ad- 
mitted to be well founded, in a measure, but 
the only trouble is declared, to be lack of 
money. 

In discussing the matter Dr. Homer M. 
Thomas said: 

It is true that the present éondition of 

the Hospital for Consumptives is by no 
means so satisfactory as it might be. What 
the institution needs most is a dormitory for 
the nurses and a special diet kitchen in which 
the food for the patients can be prepared. 
The plans for both are fully completed and 
the work on the additions will be begun as 
soon as the County board has sufficient 
means for that purpose. 
I think that D. D. Healy, the father of 
the hospital, and the members of the County 
board deserve considerable credit for what 
they have done so far. The institution is 
the finest of its kind in the country, and the 
results so far obtained are highly satis- 
factory. As to the food, it is amply sufficient 
in quantity, but its quality leaves much to 
be desired. But the management does the 
t can with the means at its command. 
All that is needed is more money, and it is 
to be hoped that the County board will soon 
be in a position to complete the good work so 
creditably begun. As soon as the special diet 
kitchen. is built there will be no longer any 
necessity to carry the food for the patients 
from the poorhouse kitchen to she hospital 
and there warm it again.“ 

Dr. John A. Robison, who mad the paper 
criticising the hospital, said the superin- 
tendent of the institution is not a medical 
man, but merely a politician, who obtained 
his appointment through political influence, 
and now tried to make a record for running 
the institution as cheaply as possible. Dr.

Thus some years ago when a band of Bul- 


garian brigands captured and carried off 


into the mountains M. Landler, the Austrian 
engineer-in-chief of the foreign owned trunk 
line of railroad running through Bulgaria 
to Constantinople and connecting the latter 
with Vienna and the railroad systems of 
Western Europe, Prince Ferdinand was ac- 
cused, not only in Bulgaria, but also abroad, 
of being in league with the brigands, in so 


far that they had kidnaped Herr Landler, 


with his Italian and German assistants, for 
the purpose of furthering the political m- 
trigues of the Prince. Much color was lent 
to these accusations by the extraordinary 
attitude of Ferdinand and of his govern- 
ment, no attempt being made to capture 


the brigands or to rescue the prisoners, | 


although both could easily have been done. 
The brigands demanded $15,000 ransom, and 
this sum was promptly paid by the Aus- 
trian and French diplomatic agents at Sofia 
in the names of their respective’ govern- 
ments, and they subsequently, with a good 


deal of difficulty and pressure, compelled 
treasu refund them this

Several men known to be political foes of 
the Prince, one of them the most celebrated 
poet of Bulgaria, were killed by brigands, 
who, it is generally believed, acted on the

of Stambuloff, who had placed him on the 


throne and had been his Prime Minister, 
but for whom he had conceived a most in- 
tense hatred. Stambuloff was hacked to 
pieces under the windows of the Prince’s 
palace in broad daylight, his two hands be- 
ing Uterally cut off in a vain endeavor 
to shield his head and face. Ferdinand 
gave a merry theater party the same even- 
ing, and Stambuloff’s murderers remaip 


unpunished to this day, and will continue 
go until the dead statesman’s son grows 
up and avenges his father. For ‘widow 


has had the two hands, which had rolled 
into the gutter, embalmed and they hang in 
a gilt frame on a background of black velvet 
just. beneath the crépe shrouded portrait 
of Stambuloff in the sitting-room of his 
house, and not a day has passed since hie 
tragic death without the widow conducting 
her children to the portrait and calling their 
attention to their fother and to hig. poor cut 
off hands.

sible way to shield them. At length the 
Austrian government threatened to take 
steps to remove him from his throne unless 
he allowed justice to have its T. and the 
two men were arrested by a f police 
accompanied by the Austrian Consul Gen- 
eral at the table of the Prince. The evidence 
was so conclusive that the courts had no 
alternative but to sentence them to death, 
and when they realized that the Prince 
could no longer protect them they did not 
hesitate to assert that they had murdered 
the girl at his instigation, by his direction, 
and for his sake. 

Last year brigands proved to be affiliated 
with the Macedonian committee murdered 
in the most cowardly manner an influential 
Roumanian statesman at Bucharest. But 
in spite of the evidence produced, and which 
was of the most convincing character, the 
Roumanian government has never been able 
to secure from Prince Ferdinand the punish- 
ment of the assassin. That is why Ferdi- 
nand is known throughout Europe as the 
“Felon Prince” and is looked upon as re- 
sponsible for the crimes committed by what 
is popularly known as “ Ferdinand’s own” 
band of brigands.

SCHOOLS CRUSH THE DIVINE. 


Professor Francis W. Parker Condemns 
Methods of the Majority of 
Teachers. 


Education is the abstraction of the mind 
from all earthly things, and the method now 
followed by the majority of teachers is the 
art of crushing the divine out of children,” 
declared Professor Francis Wayland Parker 
in the course of his lecture on Educative 
Value of Nature” before the Chicago Acad- 
Sciences.
